Vroman’'s idea is to co-cperate everything 
the publie benefit. Here is a bit of 
ircular in which the idea 


unfolded the public: 

‘Recognizing the irresistible power 
combination. now being used by the few 
to control the commercial world, have ta- 
ven the initiative in a movement which will 
enable the whole people to share in the 
benefits of this principle of combination. 
instead of the exclusive trust, by which the 
few take from the many, there is being 
formed the People’s Universal Trust, where- 
in the whole people shall retain the full 
product of their labor and the full profits 
of their own patronage. 

“The dav of isolation and independence in 
business is past—the small dealer is 
doomed. He must lose his identity, gink to 
the position of servant to other men, an 
employe of the private trust, or else he 
ean join as an equal with his fellows as 
part owner of a universal people’s trust. 
tie must become the hireling and subordin- 
ate of another or else, by casting his lot 
with the people, through co-operation witn 
his associates, retain his manheod and sub- 
stitute equity for special privilege. 

“The issue is clear. Enthroned greed on 
the one side—a pevple united to maintain 
their common interests on the other. 

He goes on the principle that ali smal! 
merchants instead of competing with one 
another should consolidate their stores un- 
der the Multitude Incorporated, each taking 
a pro-rata share of the stock representing 
the whole amount. ‘he proprietors of the 
absorbed stores then become managers of 
the stores they have sold at a stipulated 
salary. The stock is to pay 6 per cent. The

Now for the hoi pollof. The great pub- 
lic comes in with a membership fee of $10 
a year: no other dues or assessments. All 
the profits of the association belong to the 
purchasing members, two-thirds in cash, 
one-third in the form of benefits. The 
benefits include free access to such amuse- 
ments as theaters, concerts, picnics, excur- 
sions, barbecues, and all the educational 
facilities. such as lectures, lIfbraries and 
scholarships to the Ruskin QGoHege at 
Trenton. 

That is the scheme. Now for the man 
who is trying to work it out. Vrooman 
is about 38 years old and an enthusiast by 
temperament. He is tall, good-looking and 
a rapid and forceful talker. He has a long 
face, a slightly undershot jaw in which 
there is a good deal of strength, and the 
mouth of the man of imagination, shaded 
by an unmistakably red mustache. He is 
siender and rather athletic. He walks fast 
and talks rapidly and has a habit of muss- 
ing his hair while exploding his aphor- 
When the Post-Dispatch went to 
see him Vrooman cast himself into a chair 
at his desk and threw his legs up on it.

Having made himself comfortable, Mr. 
Vrooman told what he had accomplished 
in Trenton, the starting point of the Mul- 
titude Incorporated. The reason he chose 
Trenton, a town or about 6000 inhabitants, 
ie that his father lives there and he knew 
the town well through early association, 
and he thought that the idea would not so 
soon be lost sight of in a small place as in 
a larger one. He has certainly made an 
impression in Trehton.

Unclaimed body—Adrian Britt; history un- 


known. 


This is the epitaph that accompanies the 
lifeless form of a tall, angular man, aged 
about 68 years, which lies on a slab in the 
morgue at the Dunning poorhouse. The 
man died there Tuesday. He will be buried 


in the potter's field Monday. 

It is the epitaph of a man who, in the 
‘70s, held the key to the political situation 
of the United States and influenced the de- 
livery of votes of Southern states to Ruth- 
erford 3B. Hayes; of a publisher and jour- 
nalist whose name was once known all over 
the country: of a former member of the 
United States sec ret service who afterward 
served a two years’ term of imprisonment 
for robbing the mails; and of a once well- 
to-do business man of Chicago, who for ten 
years has been a “‘levee character.’ 

Adrian Britt, at one time the editor and 
publisher of the Jacksonville, Fla., Union, 
and in 1888 the president of the Lemo .Pub- 
lishing Co. of Chicago, was arrested one 
month ago and takan to the Harrison street 
police station on @ charge of drunkenness. 
He was fined $10. He could not pay the 
sum and was sent to the bridewell to ‘“‘work 
it out.’” There was more ailing him than 
liquor, however, as the autherities discov- 
ered. He was dying of consumption. He 
was then removed from the bridewell to 
the county institution for the poor at Dun- 


ning. 
Life’s Secrets Taken 

to the Grave. 

There he died Tuesday after making the 
remark: 

“The stor of my life would make a book 
—but it iil never be printed. My life's 
secrets shalt go to the grave with me.’ 

He refused to tell who he was more than 
that his name was Adrian Britt. But that 
was enough. 

Britt's anxiety to carry his histo 
unmourned grave, however, met with 
appointment. It developed today as re- 
sult of the publication in the Daily News 
of the names of persons peases in the hands 
of Postoffice Inspector Stuart in connection 
with the recent postoffice robbery that 
Adrian Britt was one of the men named 
28 apal of Thomas McNally, or McNelly, in 
the thefts of mail from letter boxes in 
Milwaukee in 1897. Britt, with McNally and 
three others, was found guilty of breaking 
letter boxes April 28 of that year and was 
sentenced to the house of correction for two 
years. 

The discovery of this carried with it the 
story of the life of the prisoner, who has 
finally ended what was once a brillant 
career as a common jawbreaker—shabbily

dreesed, unshaven and unsung. 

Adrian Britt was the son of a Louisiana 
merchant, who died leaving an estate of 
$1,000,000. The heir to most of this fortune 
was only 1 year old at the time. Adrian 
was born in 1844. He grew up and went to 
college in New Orleans and in 1874 removed 
to Florida, where he got control of the 
Jacksonville Union. 

He was an active frit in the effort to 
wrest the political control of the state from 
the Republicans. 


Most Powerful 
Organ in Florida. 
When the Hayes-Tilden campaign was at 
Its height Britt's paper was the most power- 


ful organ in Florida. At the time the eleo- 
toral vote of the state hung in doubt he 
was looked upon as holding the key to the 
situation. Clarkson M. Potter wag a per- 
sonal friend of Britt's and when the Jack- 
sonville Union conoeded the election of the 
state to the Republicans influence was cre- 
ated which led to the delivery of the votes 
to President-elect Hayes. The result was 
that ifistead of Tilden being elected enough 
electoral votes had nh swung over to 
Hayes as to elect him President by a ma- 
jority of one. 

From that time—the campa 
Britt's career took a downwar 
paper lost prestige. 
sold it and went to W 
employment in the 
vice. Afterward in New York he was one 
of the publishers of the Bankers’ Magazine 

nd in 1884 started the American Bankers’ 
Manual. Thie failed and he became adver- 
tising agent for the New York Tribune. 

It was in 1888 that Adrian Britt arrived in 
casceee and became the head of the mo 
Publishing Co. He wae still the mai ng 
of this business when the sha t curnine 
oint in his life came. He fel tt a a 

atchway three floors and was so badly 
hurt as to be unable to attend to his work 
He was forced to sell out at a loss. One 
one things went wron Finally his Site 
left him and went to live with her father 
in Elgin, Il 

The man who had inherited a fortune be 
fore the wur tasted poverty. He fell in 
with a criminal element and in due time 
gravitated to the “levee.” He was a h 
itue of that district five years ago when he 
met up with Thomas MoNelly and members 
of the Gurney-Davie ‘gang 

Then followed his arrest on the charge of 
robbing mail boxes in Milwaukee: Britt had 
been caught trying te paes three checks 
that nad been stolen from the mails. 

Hie had many friends tn Chicago—men of 
all vlasses. Many of them owed him a debt 
aa ratitude, for when he had money or 
infidence ne was forever helping some less 
fortunate. Srill he is to be buried in pot- 
ter’s field No one has called upon Super- 
intendent Lange to even so much as ven- 
ture the information as to who, if any 
there be, are relatives of this man of a ro- 
mantic past.

Tendency of Corn and Oats Market 
Was Downward—Gains Made 
by Wheat Lost Saturday. 


Wheat had a weathery market last week. 
Monday there was a big decline on reports 
of heavy rains in western Kansas, but the 
weather map the next day did not show 
the general rains which private wires had 
reported. There was a good fall in Mis- 
souril and east of the Mississippi, but none 
west of the river. 

Thursday there were a lot of damage re- 
ports from Kansas, Texas, Indiana and 
Illinols. Omaha reported the appearance of 
chinch bugs in Nebraska, and Kansas City 
jobbing houses were said to be calling in 
their traveling men, as Kansas merchants 
were not buying enough to pay expenses. 
All this information caused wheat to ad- 
vance rapidly. July sold up to 76é\%c, a gain 
of l4%c fof the week. Most of this advance 
was held until Saturday, when reports of 
rain in Kansas and Oklahoma caused a 
big slump. Saturday July closed with a 
loss of %c for the week at 74%. 

‘“‘Most of the winter wheat territory east 
of the Rocky Mountains,’ says the Med- 


ern Miller, “has been favored with boun- 
tiful rains, except the state of Kansas, 
where the rainfall continues deficient. The 


crop prospects generally have improved in 
the sections where the moisture was plen- 
tiful. The condition of the crop is worse 
in Kansas and the Southeast. The move- 
ment of wheat to market is small, and 
the supplies in sight are rapidly being re- 
duced,”’ a 

Statistician Snow's weekly crop es 
says that recent rains have checked wheat 
deterioration east of the Mississippi river, 
and present conditions of growth are fairly 
Kansas has not yet received 
sufficient rainfall,, and the outlook is not 
improving. With the exteption of Okla- 
homa every state of importance east of the 
Rocky Mountains shows a condition from 
2to 19 points lower than Aprili. California 
maintains its promise, and Oregon and 
Washington have improved. Spring wheat 
seeding delayed in Red river valiey, but 
elsewhere conditions are generally satis- 
factory. Acreage likely to be smalier than 
last year. 

Cincinnati Price Current says that except 
in Kansas and Nebraska growing winter 
wheat has been benefited by rains and mild- 
er weather. and is now doing fairly well, 
with the average condition as good as a 
month ago. i

LIQUIDATION OF STOCKS HAS RE- 
LIEVED MONEY TENSION. 


NEW CLEARING-HOUSE RULE 


NEW YORK, May 3.—The increase in 
cash shown by the banks was a t@tal sur- 
prise, as the heavy sub-treasury absorp- 
tion during the week indicated a loss of 
upwards of $3,000,000. The relief thus af- 
forded was a welcome one, in view of the 
loan expansion of upwards of $10,000,000. 
The sharp liquidation in the stock market, 
it is hoped, has served to relieve the ten- 
sion of the money situation, although an 
active money market is expected next 


week. 
Declining speculative interest has been 


shown in the stock market this week and 
efforts at supporting prices have not-met 
with entire success. he ingenious admie- 
sion by one of thg principals in the power 
episode that the sump was due to the neg- 
lect of his patron to put in a any order 
for the stock at the same time as his gell- 
ing order, was impressive as an example 
of how some of the recent unexplained ad- 
vances in prices might have been brought 
about. 

The general public distrust has been 
awakened. Day after day new high rec- 
ord prices are established in many s.iandard 
stocks, to say nothing of the large crop ol 
new and untried industrial securities of 
which there is Aittle public knowledge to 
be recorded. 

It is almost an invariable rule that de- 
clining money resources is the instrument 
for disclosing the weak market posifion 
of securities. Stocks vghose high prices are 
due to buying with bor. owed resources wili 
have to be thrown over when loans begin 
to be called in. The evidence of their in- 
stability of value causes them to be discr m. 
inated against and aggregates the tendency 
of contraction. 

A deeper impression than is superficially 
apparent has been caused by the action 
this week by the clearing house authorities. 

Tha trust comparries retain only an in- 
significant proportion of cash in their own 
vaults at any time. The new rule of the 
cleuring house wil! require all banks and 
trust companies to Beep an amount on bond 
commensurate with their business. It is at 
the very time when demand for cong der- 
able of dimunition of cash in the banks has 
run up the money rate that the trust com- 
panies are allowed to tee out loans at the 
high money rate. Rellef is nominally af- 
forded to the banks by this shifting of the 
demand for considerable credit upon the 
trust companies. But the effect is likely to 
be an expanding volume of credit.

Essential to Life. 


CEREALS ARE BETTER FOOD. 


HIGH PRICHS MAY CAUSE PEOPLE 
‘ TO TURN VEGETARIANS. 


Suggestions Made by Prof. Wiley, 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry 
of the United States Agri- 
cultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—All kinds of sub- 
Stitutes for meat are being sought by eco- 
momical people, and if the prices of beef 
continue to soar skyward vegetarianism is 
fn a fair way to become a fad throughout 
the country. Such is the opinion advanced 
by H. W. Wiley, chief of the bureau of 
chemistry of the United States Department 
of loulture, who has been giving much 
@ttention to the subject of finding sub- 
stitutes for the high-priced food products. 

“There is no doubt of the fact t 
geting is not essential to human life,”’ 

lley states, “and that man can be nour- 
ished, and wel! nourished, without resorting 
t6 a flesh diet. The principal argument for 
the use of meat is based upon taste, since 
it is admitted by all that the function of 
foods, so far as the-human animal ig con- 
cerned at least, extends considerably be- 
yond the necessities of nutrition. Food is 
@ factor in social economy and an im- 

rtant one in domestic econamy. Not only 
© we demand that our food be nutritious, 
but also that it be palatable. Just at the 
resent time, however, the necessities of 
utrition are pre-eminent, 
are presented which demand careful scien- 
tiie and technical study. 

“The question of limiting the diet is one 
that deserves more than a passing notice 
and is based primarily not on the principles 
of economy but on the requirements of hy- 
giene. Both undernutrition and overnutri- 
tion act unfavorably on the animal econ- 
omy, causing, on the one band, a deposit 
of unnecessary fat, and, on the other, in- 
terffrence with the vital processes, by rea- 
gon of diminished or insufficient materials 
for removing the waste of the body. 


Large Percentage 

of Waste. ' 

“Fow people realize what they buy when 
ordinary meats are purchased. In the first 


place, almost every piece of meat perce 
in the market has a large quantity of ref- 
ure—viz.: the tones. gristie, tendons, :and 
other parts‘unsultable for the table. These, 
of course, are put in at standard rates, 
and the result is that the actual meat which 
is fit for consumption for which, say, 2 
cents a pound is paid in the market, is 
worth % or 30 cents a pound before it is 
ready for cooking 

“A glance at the table expressing the per- 
centace of refuse in animal foods is most 
interesting. In the case of the trimmings 
of the loin. as high as 57 per cent has been 
found to be refuse, and the percentage in 
any kind of meats rarely falls below 10. 
If we should place the averas? aimee 
of the refuse in beef of all kinds as pur- 
chased in the market at 25 it would proba- 
bly be bel®w rather than above the true 
number. 

“Then after the refuse is cut away the 
purchaser buys an immense quantity of 
water. In some parts of beef, and beef 
may be taken as a type of all meats in gen- 
eral, the percentage of water rises above 70. 
So, after all, in purchasing meats In general 
in the open market only about 25 per cent 
of the total weight rece[IVd can be regarded 
as of nutritive value. 


Flavor and 
Taste Desirable. 


“Since the flavor and taste of the meat 
are one of the desirable things, it is evident 
that a considerable saving can be secured 
in meat by utilizing the waste portions for 


making soup. The bones especially are 
avaliable for this vege ant te secure 
the best results should be broken into smal! 
pleces before Deing treated for making 
stock for soup. Again the flavor of the meat 
is imparted in a most agreeable way to 
stews and other preparations of a similar 
nature, where the principal ingredient ts 
potaty or some other vegetable and only 
sufficient meat is present to-mive the de- 
sired taste and flavor. 

“Portions +f meat also which are not 
edible in the ordinary forms in which they 
exist can be made quite palatgble by being 
worked into hash and other similar prepara- 

ns where vegetables are added in large 
quantities and seasoned with appropriate 
condiments. By the practice of nv Iittle 
ingenuity the housewife can utilize to ex- 
celient advantage portions of meat which 
otherwise would be wasted. 


Omission of 
Meat Advised. 


“At the early breakfasts which Americans 
are wont to indulge in—that is, a hearty 


meal before going to their daily work —the 
Omission of meat Is to be eagnestly advised. 
Many of the ordinary breakfast foods are to 
be preferred, especially oatmeal with sugar

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THE KRATZ CASE. 


The refusal of the Mexican government to extradite Boodler 
Kratz and his subsequqent rejJease, reported by the special staff 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch at Guadalajara,, seem to settle 
the question of bringing Kratz back so long as he chooses to re- 
main in Mexico. The chance of a favorable change of attitude 
on the part of th: Mexican authorities is remote. 

This outcome will be a sharp disappointmerit to Circuit At- 
torpey Folk, who has made strenuous efforts to secure Kratz. 
There has been aj parently no lack of will or energy om the part 
of Mr. Folk, Gov. Dockery and the police officers who have 
labored ts bring Kratz to trial. The failure of their efforts is 
a cause of profound regret to the people of St. Louis and to all 
those who want the crime of boodling checked, and public’ of- 
ficers who betray their trusts a@d are guilty of corrupt practices 
brought to Justice. 

The Kratz case demonstrates the incompleteness of the ex- 
tradition treaty between Mexico and the United States, which 
is a fair examp'’e of other extradition treaties. As a rule, it is 
impossible to secure the extradition of any pergon accused of 
crime unless the crime ts specifically mentioned as an extraditable 
offense. Nations have been wisely careful in drawing up extra- 
dition treaties to avoid general phases under which persons may 
be persecuted, or through a general charge of crime, political 
offenders may be extradited. 

Certainly the specifications of the treaty should cover all non- 
political crimes designated as such in the laws of both signatory 
countries. They should imclude bribery, which is a detestable 
crime against society. 

The failure to bring Kratz back proves the necessity of holding 
the men indicted in connection with the bribery investigation 
by heavy bonds and vigilant watching. Exile is severe punish- 
ment; tmprisonment in the penitentiary is the proper consequence 
of boodling and bribery.

What 
obstacle is in their path of conquest?’’ he 
asked.

“Will you make me a map of my country 
and of the Nile region?’ the King said. 

Monsier Roux said he complied with the 
royal wishes. He made the map and did 
much for France besides. Then he asked 
the royal leave to visit France and the 
wife and family he had left near Paris. 


LE ROUZ’S MEDAL. 


The King granted this boon, but before 
he left the capital Menelik called him be- 
fore a council of chiefs and gave him a 
medal. It was a five-pointed star made of 
brass and with Arabic devices engraved 
upon it. a 

This medal is given to the man who kills 
three elephants or who has with his own 
hands slain 30 of the King’s enemies. 

‘“‘How did you earn your medal?’ a visi- 
tor asked the Frenchman Friday night. 

“There are few elephants in Menelik’s 
domains and many, many enemies,’’ said 
the Frenchman, epigrammatically. 

When M. Roux reached Paris he carried 
tidings which were pregnant with import. 
“The French are again at Fashoda,” he 
says. ‘‘The English forced them from that 
page months ago, but now a railroad 

acked with French capital is nearing the 
spot. The road runs from the Sea to 
the confines of Abyssinia. When it is com- 
pleted it will take more than English blus- 
ter to lower the tricolor in Central Africa.”’ 

Monsieur Le Roux has spent 10 years in 
Africa.

HIS GREAT DREAM. 

From his travels he has fashioned a 
theory, and from the theory a dream. 

It is simple, as simple as wishing for 
the moon. It is great. Grand as Cecil 
Rhodes’ vision of an English confederacy 
dominating the world. 

Briefly, it is expansion for France. French 
glory must hereafter rest—as English 
grandeur has rested for a century—on 
French dominion beyond the seas. en 
the tricolor of the republic waves over a 
section of China, as large as India, and 
when the ons of France find an eyrie 
in northern Africa, secure as the heights 
of Abraham, he will rest satisfi 

Rhodes dreamed of a time: 

“Till the war drum throbbed no longer, and 
the battlefiags were furled, 

“In the parliament of man, the federation 
of the world.”’ 

Roux does not dream altogether, he thinks 
of the present, the near present, when 
France, girdling on her armor, shall rear 
the tricolor on Afric’ sands and facing the 
crouching British lion shall cry ‘‘Hoid!”’ 

“Britain is decaying, France egrvanee. | 
Monsieur Roux sald to the Post-Dispatch. 

“All things prove my contention. Men- 
aced at home, in Ireland; embattled abroad 
by the burghers of the kopjes, England 
stands isolated, an Ishmaelite among the 
nations. 

“Contrast France—la belle France—great 
in prosperity, grand in defeat. For 100 years 
she has bled—yea, bled from the heart. 


LA BELLE FRANCE. 
‘The world is drenched with French blood, 
the land ts littered with French graves. 
Folks say France is decadent because the 


reflect that for a century France has sent 


her youths to slaughter. 

“In one red year, 1814-15, 11 mebers of the 
house of Roux followed the eagles of Na- 
poleon to death. At Leipsic our blood was 
shed. At Waterloo a Roux died with the 
Old Guard.

On the occasion of the eighteen hundredth 
anniversary of the crucifixion of St. Peter 
he accompanied Archbishop Kenrick on a 
tour of Europe. Shortly after his return 
he was made vicar-general. 

While Archbishop Kenrick was in attend- 
ance at the ecumenical council Father 
Ryan was administrator of the diocese and, 
when the venerable prelate applied to Rome 
for a coadjutor, his assistant was given the 
place. The title of bishop of Trecomia was 
conferred upon him, and he was conse- 
crated with imposing ceremonies in St. 
John's Church, April 14, 1872. 

In 1883 Bishop Ryan visited Rome a sec- 
ond time, when his elevation to the Epis- 
copal see, under the title of the archbishop 
of Salimina, was announced. In 1879 Car- 
dinal McCloskey, now dead, selected Bishop 
Ryan to deliver the sermon on the occasion 
of the dedication of St. Patrick's Cathe- 
dral, New York. He .was raised to the 
archepiscopal dignity Aug. ‘20, 1854. 

In his early priesthood Archbishop Ryan 
came into fame as a wit and genius in 
repartee. It was only during the course 
of a personal conversation or an informal 
social gathering, however, that he ever al- 
lowed this happy faculty to assert itself. 
His sermons and lectures, though contain- 
ing many apt illustrations of human inci- 
dents, are devoid of humor. With Pepe he 
believed that ‘“‘a little fun now and then 
is‘ relished by the best of men."’ At times 
his witty remarks were sharp, but they 
never left a sting. 

One of the best. incidents of the arch- 
bishop's wit occurred at a railroad station 
in Washington.. His grace was passliig 
through the station carrying a valise, his 
coat tightly buttoned around his neck and 
concealing the purple insignia of his office, 
when a stranger approached and, putting 
his hand on the archbishop's shoulder ra- 
ther familiarly, said: 

‘‘Your face looks familiar. 
have I seen you before?” 

“Let's See,-now,”"’ mused #@1e archbishop, 
emiling in a fatheréy way. ‘‘What part of 
hell do you come from?’ 

hile a church jubilee was in progress 
here Archbishop Ryan and Bishop Glennon 
of Kansas City accepted an invitation to 
dine at the house of a friend. When they 
reached their destination the archbishop

started to leave the. earriage unassisted. 
He did not alight with the ease of an ath- 
lete, and the bishop reminded him le had 
been more agile before he became an arch- 
bishop. 

His grace glanced at his expansive waist 
a moment, and, turning tothe bishop, sa!d: 

“Well, the only difference between a bish- 
op and an archbishop is the arch.”’ 

It requires great provocation to merit a 
rebuke from the archbishop, but when the 
occasion demands he is no respecter of per- 
sons. It is related of him that at a re- 
ception tendered to distinguished réligious 
dignitaries in Philadelphia he accidentally 
walked on the train of a woman's: skirt. 
The fair guest was sorely provoked, and 
without turning to identify the offender re- 
marked on the “awkwardness and incivilty 
of some men.” The metropolitan smiled 
and wag about to offer an apology when 
the woman's sudden reproach caused him 
to change his mind and say: 

“It is you who should apologize. There 
would have been no mishap had you not 
trailed at your heels what should cover 
your shoulders.”’ 

In the early 8s Archbishop Ryan, .then 
stationed at St. Louis as coadjutor to the 
late Archbishop Kenrick, made a trip to 
Rome. On board the ship he met two 
judges of the United States Supreme Court. 
The trio formed a merry as. well as an 
intellectual party. On the third day out 
their mirth ended. From the deck the arch- 
bishop was gazing into the billowy deop 
and meditating on the consequences of an 
ocean voyage, when one of the judges 
stepped out. 

“Your grace,”’ said the jurist, 
anything I can do for you? 

“Yes,” replied the archbishop. 
you would overrule this motion.”’ 

At an Eastern banquet Archbishop Ryan 
scored the absentee landlords of Ireland. 
He declared that gold was ‘their god and 
they were without an atom of human sym- 
pathy. One of the guests good-naturedly 
interrupted the speaker, saying that if such 
language were used on the other side of 
the water it would be characterized as 
treason. 

“Ah,”” rejoined the prelate, ‘‘the only 
differ2nce between treason and reason is 
the absent t. | 

While on.a visit to Baltimore Archbishop 
Ryan called’ on Cardinal Gibbons, then 
Archbishop of that diocese and mentioned 
as a probability for higher honors. Together 
they viewed the attractions of Baltimore 
and, passing the .Washington monument, 
the St. Louis prelate suggested ‘that they 
climb. 

“No, I do not believe I care to go through 
that exercise today,'’ sald the cardinal. 

“Yes, do,’’ persisted Archbishop Ryan; 
‘come up and I will show you the cardinal 
points.”’ 

Archbishop Ryan was once the guest of 
honor at.a banquet given by some of the 
mé@st prominent railroad magnates of the 
country. There was a generous fund of 
wit at the festal board, and the archbishop, 
among others, was sharply twitted. 

“We give you passes on the railroads,’’ 
said Garfield's attorney general, Wayne Mc- 
Veagh, to his grace; “row what we would 
like to get wculd be free transportation to 
heaven.”’ 

The archbishop replied: 

“We would do that, Mr. McVeagh, but we 
don’t care to separate the lawyer from his 
board of directors.’ 

While vicar-general of the St. Bouis dio- 
cese Archbishop Ryan received an invi- 
tation to dine with Charles Green, then a 
street railway magnate. He was unable to 
go and sent his regrets. The note bore the

wrong address, and was returned. The 
archbishop was nettled. Father Col‘ins was 
assistant pastor of St. John’s Church. He 
was tall and slim, towering nearly a foot 
over the vicar-general. 

It was imperative to have the note de- 
livered without delay. 

“Mr. Green lives on Longfellow boule- 
vard,”’ his grace remarked, ‘‘and you are 
the proper messenger for this errand, Fa- 
ther Collins."

JiE Reverend Father Ryan, now the 
ie venerable archbishop of the City of 
Brotherly Love, when pastor of the 
old Cathedral on Walnut street. was an 
eloquent, showy and declamatory speaker. 
His preaching was extempore and was very 
rare'in those days. In fact, it was thought 
almost miraculous. Until he came to St. 
Louls English-speaking priests were scarce 
here. and these could not be called eloquent, 
though no doubt they said much that I 
had better have listened to. 

Some of Archbishop Ryan's sermons to 
this distant day remain deeply impressed 
on my mind. He certainly had a power of 
fascinating all who heard him. He had 
a command of language and a clear man- 
ner of expressing himself which secured 
our attention and nearly always won our 
assent. His flow of words was easy and 
copious, his imagery was excellent and his 
discourses contained much solid matter. 

Ah, but his great power was in his de- 
livery—in voice, in’ tone, in look, in gesture. 
His whole manner was full of pathos. 
There was a peculiar tremulousness of 
voice which gave his words more than 
double effect. By all who heard him he 
was considered cne of she most eloquent 
and earnest preachers of the time. 

There were those who, yielding to their 
emotions, compared him to Father Lacor- 
dair, the-great Dominican, and to the two 
great Jesuits, Fathers Ravignon and Felix. 

The archbishop's sermons, as, perhaps, 
with most orators, were more pleasant to 
listen to than to read. His spell over an 
audience. was greater than the cold type 
would express the weight of his diction. 
However, this could not be said of Lacor- 
dair and Ravignon. Take down the dis- 
couses of these men and read them even 
in an English dress, and you are s00n 
enthused and charmed. This I consider the 
more perfect eloquence. It stands not in 
need of voice and gesture to captivate. 

Archbishop Ryan possesses the qualifica- 
tions of a grand speaker and has the 
strength of passion which produces elo- 
quence. As a pulpit orator the distin- 
guished prelate of Philadelphia has few 
peers in the American clergy. His indil- 
viduality of manner impresses itself upon 
a congregation and leaves a wholesome ef- 
fect with an ever eagerness to hear him 
again. No matter how ‘dry, the subject or 
text he always refreshes it with his man- 
ner. It is our regret that his oratorical 
mantle has not fallen among ‘us now that 
he works in another field.

HE appointment of Archbishop Ryan 
as a member of the Indian commis- 
sion is a tribute to the worthiness of 
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a great and deserving prelate. It is the first 


time, I believe, that a Catholic has sat on

The position for Which the archbishop has 


been named was formerly held by Bishop 
Whittle of the Episcopal Church. For 
Bishop Whittle it must be said that’ he 
took a deep interest in the Indians and 
was as earnest as he was zealous in pro- 
moting what he considered their best tem- 
poral and spiritual interests. 

The affairs of the Indians are in the 
hands of the @mmissioner of Indian af- 
airs, an officer under the secretary of the 
treasury, but amenable to the President. 
Besides tnis commissioner the law provided 


for the appointment of a board of Indian 
commissioners who would serve without 
pay, but who would form a sort of In- 
dian cabinet to the President. Their func- 
tions are purely advisory, and they have no 
authority to enforce their views. But in 
his dealings with the Indian tribes the 
chief .executive is guided by the opinions 
of the board, and in his recommendations to 
Congress he reflects their opinions. 


From this may readily be seen the im-. 


portance of the appointment of Archbishop 
Ryan to the board. The Catholic Indians 
will have a representative in the govern- 
ment and an official spokesman in the halls 
of Congress. 

The President has in many ways since 


his inauguration shown a spirit of fair deal- 
ing and thoughtful consideration of the 
just claims of the great Catholic bédy. In 
his treatment of the Philippine question, in 
his appointment of the commission to treat 
with the Pope on the friar lands, and now 
in naming Archbishop Ryan on the Indian 
commission, he has fulfilled all our ex- 
pectations and has shown nicnapls, above 
petty bigotry.

For more than three decades a gulf has 
yawned between the rival palaces of King 
and Pope, a gulf material and political. 
For 35 yeers—since the [talians battered 
down the massive walls near the old Porta 
Pia—earnest men and noble women of all 
parties have been dreaming and hoping 
that the. mighty breach between the victors 
and vanquished might in some way be 
closed. They wanted the “blacks” to for- 
give the conyguering ‘‘whites,”’ and hoped 
that a new and homogenous Italy would be 
born out of the ruins of the broken tem- 
poral papacy, and the monarchy, shaky 
in the yeargeof its infancy and none too 
strong at any time.

Several times after 1870 there were resolute 
attempts to cffect a reconciliation, the ar- 
gument being that without it young Italy 
would not be safe from the perils of foreign 
jealousy, militant socialism and anarchy. 

Rs was sald of Pope Leo that int 1877, when 


he had just succeeded Pope Pius, he longed 
for some amicable arrangements with the 
Italians, but if he did reasons of state out- 
weighed his private wish. He was silent, 
and thus pledged himself to the no-com-

There was no further talk of a reconcill- 
ation until 1883, when it was reported that 
persons in both rival camps were planning 
for peace. The King told a representative 
of the Sunday Post-Dispatch he deplored 
the barriers that prevented him from 
“going to the Vatican,’ and said he would 
be happy if the Pope would waive his en- 
mity and come out into Rome. 


Queen Margaret always longed for an

The brothers were successful. The Hey- 
wood Concert Company had never to pound 
its several ears against the floor of a 
friendly box car or take census of cross- 
tles and farmers’ dogs between stands. 

All the brothers wanted to go to the 
newly found Klondike field, and there gath- 
er yellow_gold. The result of the delibera- 
tions was that Scott shouwld go north as 
the representative of the brotherhood. And 
while the brothers dreamed dreams of gold, 
Alba began to stump Indiana for Willlam 
Jennings Bryan. The stumping was due to 
n conversion—a complete political change 
of heart—on the -part of all of the brothers. 
Born such, they had always been Repub- 
licans, but !n 189% they became followers of 
the Nebraskan. And they do say that 
Alba's political speechmaking period was 
one of the briillant cpochs of his career. 


Atter a while. when Seott had returned 
with a prefitahle quantity of Klendike dust 
strurpned atout him and huge quantitier of 
yellow bricks packed in various stout boxce 
which the shino’s purser had cared for until 
civillgation and the mint were reached, the 
California petroleum fields began to attract 
attention. Scett went down to them from 
San Francisco and bought some tand tn the 
nelighberhood of Cealinga and Bitter Water.

Bach had 
cash and certified cheeks and 
credit. And they began to buy land.

The Heywoods are one of the very few 
oil companies in the field that can claim 
freedom from lawsuits. There has been 
more litigation since the discovery of oll 
than there had been in 50 years of the pre- 
vious history of Jefferson County. Neary 
every company has had suit after sult 
brought against it on various grounds. But 
the four brothers are not named as prin- 
cipals in either Louisiana or Texas courts. 
Trouble of a legal nature was threatened 
soon after the development of the Jennings 
field, the grantors of the several leades 
claiming that they should have reeeive 
more money. But even this did not get 
into court. Alba settled the matter. He 
told good stories, extended his hospitality 
to those who were kicking, found out wimt 
they watited, compromised to their satisfae- 
tion, and cleared the atmosphere. One of 
the men compromised with gets an income 
of $% a month from the Heywood treasury.

It might kill more men with. bul- 
lets, but it would save many times more 
from diseage. So I perfected the rapid-fire 
gun. I miade -ny first five guns there at 
Indianapolis, There were simply 10 guns 
in one, with revolving barrels and revolv- 
ing- locks and the ammunition feeding in 
and extracting as fast as the operator could 
turn the crank. ‘There was no. métaliic 
cartridge then—this was in 1962—and I spent 
much time and money perfecting such a 
“mane before my gun was ready for a 
trial. Then the faetory in which they were 
stored Burred, and 1 lost my five guns. 
Setting out again, I had 12 guns made at 
Cincinnati. They were taken to Washing- 
ton and shown to Gen. Ripley, then chief 
of ordnance. The world had never seen 
anything like them. They were terribly 
destructive. They did not shoot lead, but 
simply poured it into a target. 

Would Gen. Ripley buy the guns for the 
army? No. What did the army want with 
mechanical freaks like that? Anyway, the 
flint lock was what a soldier really ought 
to havé. It would require a halt between 
shots for loading and, in his halt. the soldier 
would collect his wits and steady himself 
for the next shot. Indeed, the army want- 
ed no contraptions like the Gatling gun. 
It was all right, perhaps: then it was all 
wrong, perhaps. This was a time for the 
employment of practical! things; experi- 
ments would have to Be deferred until the 
war WAR over. :, 

Ben Butler was in Washington. He saw 
those. 12 guns. He saw one of them shoot. 
“What do you want for them guns?" 

“Twelve thousand dollars.” 

“They're bought."’ 

And they were. Ben Butler took them 
into the South with him. The war was 
drawing near to Its close now. But Butler 
had an opportunity to use his new guns. 
He took some_prisoners in an engagement 
where the Gatlings were a feature of the 
fighting, and that night cne of the captive 
officers asked: 

“What in the —— kind of guns are those 
Butler's using that he loads all night and 
shoots all day?” 

The war ended, and the fame of the Gat- 
ling gun began to grow. Russia heard of 
it. She wanted some of those guns. I had 
organized a company, and the company was 
turning out guns. We took some,of them 
to Washington and gave a field trial ex- 
hibition, which was witnessed by Gen. 
Grant and other persons of prominence. 
Grant sald nothing as the gun performed. 


But he shook his head while the gun 
belched its string of lead, and we came 
to know that this was his method of ex- 
pressing hic astonishment. He had some- 
thing to do with the United States gov- 
ernment placing a $175,000 order for Gat- 
ling guns. 

The fame of the gun continued to grow, 
and demands for it took me to Europe. 
Every government wanted it, and they all 
got it. Factories for its production were 
erected, and they are still running in sev- 
eral parts of Europe. The Gatling gun be- 
came a factor in the war of the Crimea, 
in thé Franco-Prussian war, and in th» 
sieges of Alexandria and Sebastopol. |! 
have beeyg told that after the fight at Al- 
exandriafone of the defenders of the city 
said that it was not the big: cannon that 
caused them to desist in their defense, but 
the battery of Gatlings that poured into 
the city a flood of lead. 

The Gatling gun exists today just about 
as it was originally made: All the rapid- 
fire guns of the world are Gatling guns 
save the Maxim gun, Which is a éGreation 
original with its inventor, Sir Hiram Max- 
im. The patents of the Gatling gun ex- 
pired after 17 years, and it then became 
public property. Different countries have 
changed its caliber and have altered its 
carriage or external parts possibly; but 
none of them have altered the original 
mechanism of the Interior, and the Gatling 
gun of today feeds, fires and extracts just 
as it did in the first gun made at Indian- 
apolis in 1862. The operation of the gun 
with a erank was something wholly new 
in firearms, and it has never been improved 
upon for rapid firing. Its speed is unlim- 
ited. While a hand operator may not ex- 
ceed 1000 shots ® minute with one of the 
guns, I found that an electric battery 
would increase the fire to 3000 shots a 
minute. 

I do not belicve there is an army any 
place In the world that is without a Gatling 
gun. Many of them may call it something 
else, but anything that fires with a turn- 
ing crank is a Gatling gun, for no other 
gun is in this respect like it. 

Nothing, perhaps, so terrifies men as a 
Gatling gun. We know that this must be 
so because of the enormous number of mis- 
siles it discharges. Then we have seen it 
proven in, battle and in quelling riots. In 
a range of from one to three miles, accord- 
ing to the caliber of the gun, it sweeps 
everything before it.

| HE Mercy Club has been organized 
rT two years.

- done by; to permit po one with whom we 
come in contact to need any of the neces<- 
saries of life which we might supply: to 
give to charity and charitable works what 
time and money we have abdve our own 


to 


our neighbor as ourselves; to keep our work 
secret; to be without creed or crest in ur 
charity, treating peoples of all colors and 
all religions as one human family; 

Four years ago I was unfortunate and 
lost my position. I had a family, and after 
{six months of idleness I was compelled to 
seek charitable help. The organization to 
which I applied conducted an investigation 
to ascertain if I was deserving. This in- 
vestigation gave publicity to my poverty. 
My neighbors heard of it. They sought to 
help us and condole with us.- My children 
heard of it at school. We are sensitive 
peopie not without pride, and the publicity 
to which our misfortunes atfained was 
most humiliating to us. Subsequently I se- 
cured a position and I am now able to 
make a little more money than I abso- 
lutely need. The men associated with me 
are similarly situated. When I was in 
misfortune I resolved that. if ever I reached

In the animal studio the operators stand 
in a steel cage, three feet wide and twelve 
feet long, closed on both sides and in front 
and open in the rear. This camera cage 
fits accurately in the opening to the studio 
and can be run backward or forward at the 
will of the photographer, thus enabling him 
to get any distance he desires from the an- 
imal he is about to photograph, and with- 
out any danger of attack from his fre- 
quently ferocious subject. In the front of 
the camera cage is the photographic tnstru- 
ment, so fastened to the bars that the lens 
fits between two of the center bars. By 
an ingenious arrangement the camera can 
be made. to slide up and down and can algo 
be tilted te any desired angle, the lens al- 
ways remaining between the bars, thus at 
all times preventing the latter from showW- 
ing between the lens and the animal. 


For getting the animals eyes centered 
upon one point, a gilded ball suspended by 


-a rod from one side of the room ts swung 


to any desired point, and its shining sur- 
face seldom falls to draw the gaze of the 


janimal in the destred direction. 


One of the chief difficulties in photograph. 
ing wild animals is the managénient of the 
light. If it is too strong, the animal nat- 
urally drawr the eyelids closer together to 
protect its eyes from the glare, thus giving 
it a sleeping appearance. If the light is 
reduced enough to induce a full, open eye, 
expression, the red and dark lines whieh 
are found in the fur of most animals, affect 
the sensitive plate so slowly that thé fiz 
details are lacking. The several bret 
here given are. the best that have been 
made by Alf.

Then either continye the circle till the 
first positicn is reached or swing baek- 
wards on the right and do the same move- 
ment on the left. The exercise should not 
be done often at first, as it is a pretty se- 
vere strain. It is of great vaiue in devel- 
oping the trunk muyscles, but its perticular 
importance is its effect internally. This 
and similar movements from the waist I 
should particularly recommend for people 
suffering foom inactivity of the digestive 
organs. Such exercises as these wiil aiso 
reduce superfluous fat on this part of the 
body. 

A good exercise for the muscies of the 
lower part of the trunk is as follows: Lie 
on the back with the hands ciasped behina 
the head and the feet caught under the 
edze of the bed or the rung of a heavy 
chair. Come very slowly to a sitting pos- 
ture and then as slowly recline again. The 
‘mportance of this exercise is not realized 
until it is tried, but I have made it one ot 
my regular series and found it invatua- 
bie. 

The principal arm exercice is what Its 
familiarly known as the dip. Lie face down- 
ward, with the palms of the hands on the 
floor beside the shoulders, heels together 
and body rigid. By straightening the arms 
the body is raised and then lowered again. 
The chest must just touch the floor each 
time the body, which is kept rigid the 
while, is lowered. This exercise may be 
dene quite rapidly from 10 to 20 times, ac- 
cerding to coniition, though many wil! find 
five times quite cnough at first. 

This exercise acts especially on the mus- 
cles of the triceps and chest. 

For the development of the biceps and 
shoulder muscles the pull is really the best, 
but this requires something to draw one- 
self up to, and that is not always handy. 
There is one good substitute thet sla 
serves several other purposes, chief amonty 
them being the strengthening of the hands 
and forearm. 

Stand crect with arms outstretched, 
and close the hands as vigorously 
possible, no less energy being used in open- 
ing the hand than in clwsing it. By effort 
this can be made a considerable strain and 
it will be found to have a very pronounced 
effect on muscles that are not otherwise 
easily got at. 

The leg exercise, or full bend, as given 
in the United States drill regulations, has 
been found to greatly increase the strength 
of the legs. Its particular advantag?> is that 
it reaches all the principal muscles. 

Standing upright, hee!s together, clasp the 
small of the back with the hands, letting 
the tips of the fingers just touch each oth- 
er. Keepirg the body erect, bend at the 
knees until the body is sitting on the heels 
which have been raised from the foor. Then 
come to the standing pesition. Th's exer- 
cise may be taken both rapidly and slowly 
but the best results are to be obtained from 
a slow movement. Care must be taken to 
resist the tendency to bend forward. A lilt- 
tle practice will make it eagy to keep one's 
balance. 

This completes my six exercises, ani 
while I do not decry the use of others. es- 
pecially as variety may sometimes be a 
rest, these six I have found to cover the 
essential ground of muscle, and I have used 
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have tried many 

Of course there is much that can be done 
of value in the gymnasium, but I am writ- 
ing particularly for those that have not 
such advantages. Even there, however, the 
best work can be done with a few simple 
exercises with the chest weights and a 
moderate use of the heavy weights at in- 
tervals. 

This use of heavy weights is, I know, a 
disputed point and it has often been strong- 
lv decried.

use. This led me to try them and I have 
found them of excellent advantage ir de- 
veloping muscle. Several friends, who were 
originally in favor of nothing but light ex- 
ercise. were led to try them also, and they 
were nv less pleased with the resuits they 
obtained. 

An example of this work is the leg exer- 
cise modified by the use of a pair of heavy 
dumbbells, the hands hanging at the side.

The cold waters of the Arctic ocean, laden 
with their awful freight of icebergs, move 
steadily southward, while above their own 
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Hatteras the Guif stream measures more 
than 060? feet deep. It distributes its vol- 
ume of warmth to all the shores along its 
course, lessening the climate ot Sweden 
and Norway afd the Lritieh islands, as 
they continue their northbound jou Dry. 

Meantime, the warm waters of the Pa- 
cite ocean, also flowing northward, past 
Lieting’s strait ang crter the Aretle ocean 
to temper its waters, and to earry yearly 
immense quantities of debris to threrease 
the land at the pole. Thts volume of warm
